Folo successful experiments that helped to prove the ‘static E 
theory of ‘Star Gate’ operation, a number of in depth studies have lead i in 
programme where we have been selectively charging ‘Jump Point mani estation 
locations with specific energies from the wide spectrum recorded during the 
‘natural’ cycles. 


The results from this programme have allowed the isolation of a number of key 
elements from the ‘Star Gate’ spectrum of energies that ‘control’ the formation, 
size and stability of ‘Jump Points’. 


By charging the location of a predicted ‘Jump Point’ manifestation, with these 
key energies it has been possible to induce a stable manifestation by up to 127 
minutes under ideal conditions. 


However, anybody entering an induced ‘Jump Point’ appear to become trapped in 
‘hyperspace’ until the corresponding ‘Star Gate’ comes on line and they have an 
‘exit’ point available. As was witnessed with the first experiments, long term 
exposure to ‘hyperspace’ still proves to be lethal. 


Survivability: 

Tests on biological subjects have shown that ‘hyperspace’ exposure in excess of 
48 minutes is 99% lethal. Exposure times of 34 minutes put us in the 50% 
lethality region, while exposure of 14 minutes have a survivability of 89%, 


In order to minimise this risk a safety margin has been built into our inducement 
operating procedure, limiting the pre-prediction period in which inducement 
should be initiated, to no more than 6 minutes.

Method of Operation - A Proven Theory 


Brief Overview: f 
The transportation effect of the mysterious structures, that we now call ‘Star

Gates’ at Base 78 were first experienced by modem man early in 1947 when th 
true strategic significance of structures was realised. However, until very 
recently little was known about their operation, save for the crude (to within an 


hour) predictions of their activation cycles. 


Early experience of ‘Star Gate’ travel taught use that the mouth of an outbound 
wormhole first manifests between a pair of the ‘Star Gate” structures. The tail of 
said wormhole then manifests somewhere in the locale of a second ‘Star Gate” 
(normally touching down within a radius of half a kilometre). 


Since the tail of the wormhole is not ‘connected’ directly to a pair of “Star Gate’ 
structures, and in an attempt to prevent confusion the phenomenon has been 
designated as a ‘Jump Point’, while the ‘tethered’ end is referred to as a “Star 
Gate’. 


The wormholes generated between ‘Star Gates’ and ‘Jump Points’ will only 
accept one way traffic. In order to differentiate between the directions they are 
designated as ‘Inbound’ and ‘Outbound’ as would be witnessed by someone on 
the ground in the locale of the phenomenon. i.e. ‘Inbound’ would deposit 
travellers at the “Jump Point’ or ‘Star Gate’, while ‘Outbound’ will whisk 
travellers away. 


A Better Understanding: 

Studies over the intervening years has greatly improved our ability in forecasting 
the operation of ‘Star Gates’ within Base 78 and the manifestation of ‘J ump 
Points” off world. We can now accurately predict the time of ‘Star Gate’ 
activation, as well as the time and location of ‘Jump Point’ manifestation, to 
within a matter of seconds and meters respectively. .

Relocation of ‘Jump Points’: , gy 
It has proved possible to shift the manifestation location ofa stable Jump Point 
by up to 1.23 kilometres under ideal conditions, by using the inducement 
procedure at a location remote to the forecast ‘Jump Point’ manifestation. 


This appears to attraction/deflect the formation of the wormhole to the new ; 
location, which now holds a more favourable charge that the originally predicted 
‘natural’ ‘Jump Point’ location. 


This re-location effect has only been observed at the predicted time of ‘Jump 
Point’ manifestation and appear to rely mainly upon the ‘natural’ formation of the 
wormhole between the ‘Star Gate’ and ‘Jump Point’. 


There has been no success with attempts to induce a premature ‘Jump Point’ at a 
location remote to the predicted manifestation location. 


Specific Energies: 
There are three specific forms of energy that have been identified as crucial to 
‘Jump Point’ inducement. 


Two of these are equal and opposite in nature, when positioned in a circular 
arrangement consisting of alternating energy sources, their combined ionisation 
effects neutralise each other and create a null interference ‘bubble’ into which a 
stable ‘Jump Point’ can manifest. 


It has been found that these opposing energy sources need to be insulated and 
stood off from the ground by at least 1 meter. If not they will ‘nullify’ the ground 
itself, causing it as well as any travellers to be transported through the wormhole. 
This normally results in the death of said travellers, since they are subject to 
conditions not dissimilar to an avalanche, within a fraction of a second of 
emerging from the ‘Star Gate’ end of the wormhole. 


The third form of energy is the most common known to man - heat. However, it 
needs to be disseminated vertically into the atmosphere from the centre of the 


“null bubble’, so that it acts as a conductor or taper that will attract the ‘tail’ of 
the wormhole.

This is ead on an observed similarity between ‘natural’ ‘Star Gate aes and 
the actions of static electricity and lightening, where by one body (the Star 
Gate’) becomes positively charged to such an extent that it is able to ionise a 
route in order to ‘earth’ itself through direct discharge. Obviously this is a over 
simplification of the phenomenon, but it fits the observed operation of the Star 
Gates’ very well. 


The full spectrum of energies that build up and discharge through a wormhole link 
between ‘Star Gates’ and ‘Jump Points’ is still beyond our complete i 
comprehension. However, we can measure and duplicate a reasonable selection 
of these energies. 


Proving The Theory: 
In an attempt to prove the ‘static electricity’ theory an attempt was made to 
advance the manifestation of a “Jump Point’. 


A ‘Jump Point’ was the preferred subject for the experiment, since the actual end 
results of the experiment could not be completely predicted, which raised the 
prospect of potentially damaging one or more of the ‘Star Gates’ at Base 78. 
This was considered to be an unacceptably high risk. 


Appropriate hardware and instrumentation was set up at the predicted 
manifestation location. The experementalists set about charging the area with as 
many of the appropriate energies from the “Star Gate’ energy spectrum, that had 
been measured during ‘natural’ cycles, as was possible. 


The Theory was proven when a large but unstable ‘Jump Point’ manifested at the 
predicted location 86 minutes earlier than the forecast manifestation. 
Unfortunately the size and unstable nature of the ‘Jump Point’ caused a number 
of the experementalists and some of the instrumentation equipment to be 
forcefully pulled through the wormhole. They exited the wormhole via Base 78 
at the time that the ‘Star Gate’ had been predicted to operate - 86 minutes after 
being pulled into the wormhole, none of these experementalists were able to 
survive this prolonged exposure to ‘hyperspace’ conditions. 
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
